As Ambassador to Germany for 
6 Years, He Was Favorite of 
Emperor William.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 24.—Cher- 
lemagne Tower, former United States 
Ambassador to Germany. died in a 
hospital here today of pneumonia. af 
Tower, who hadalso been Minister | 


to Austria-Hungary and Ambassador 
to Russia before he was appointed to 
the diplomatic post at Berlin, died at 
8:05 a.m. He was taken to the hos- 
pital on Feb. 9. A few days later his 
condition was reported to be grave, 
but he rallied and for a week showed 
stéady improvement. On Thursday 
he became worse and from then on 
his physicians held out little hope for 
| his recovery. Mrs. Tower and other
